Here is part of the cardinals state- 
ment: 


"Illiteracy should not be confounded 


with ignorance. There is an old axiom 
which reads that 'intellectual attain- 
ments are. not the test of virtue.' M a n y 
nf the most dangerous members of the 
community are men of keen and train- 
ed intellect hut of depraved morals. 
The normal sturdy illiterate has a re- 
ceptive mind capable of early develop- 
ment."

Mrs. Pittman told 


him she heard the names of "Crystal" 
and "Harry" called out by the occu- 
pants of the car during the shooting.

"Harry. Harry, my God! Don't, 


do that."

Tumulty and various members of the 
cabinet have accompanied the presi- 
dent on these capitol visits, and Secre- 
tary Daniels has openly urged the con- 
firmation 
of Dr. Cary Grayson, the 


president's physician as rear admiral, 
although at present Dr. Grayson is 
only a junior officer and such pro- 
motion would jump him over the heads 
of no less than 114 officers. 
The 


Grayson incident has stirred up an im- 
mense amount of comment for it was 
Dr. Grayson who brought about the 
acquaintance of the president and Mrs.

MAN WHO AVAS BOYCOTTED WITH 


SHOE MAXfFACTURERS AWARD- 
ED DAMAGES 


BOSTON, Jan. 117.—The full bench of 


the supreme court decided yesterday 
that Michael Tracey and others, 
offi- 


cers and members of the United Shoe 
Workers of America, must nay $ 1000 
to David Shinsky of Lynn for boy- 
no tting him with the shoe manufac- 
turers of that city. 
The amount was 


fixed by Samuel W. Hollis, master. 


Shinsky was suspended by the or- 


ganization in July, 1915, for attempt- 
ing to secede from the union. He al- 
leged he was prevented from secur- 
ing employment in at least 90 per 
cent, of the Lynn shoe shops after his 
expulsion. As to the other 10 percent, 
the masters said it was improbable 
that he could get a ,1ob and keep it, 
because of the conduct of union mem- 
bers. 
Shinsky had worked eig'ht years 


In Lynn as a luster the master found,! 
and would have kept, his job if it \vere 
not for the defendant p. 


The court quoting extracts from the 


master's report in its decision, says | 
the defendants' "dominant purpose anri, 
controlling- motive in procuring: his; 
discharge, shortly after expulsion, as j 
well as his di=char^i-s when he fub- j 
sequently obtained employment with i 
another shoe rompany which knew | 
that he wa? no longer 
;L member of i 


the United Shoe Workers of America,; 
is found tn have been to punish him; 
and hold him up as an example before,; 
their membership" and

"to induce the plaintiff's employer in 
each instance to discharge" him. 


"The plaintiff manifestly is a suffer-

his merchandise to the highest bidder, 
it is no less an actionable wrong when 
the right, to his handiwork as a means

TO 
OUR SCHOOLS 


The teachers of our elementary schools have petitioned the schoo 


board for a flat increase of $100 each per annum. 
In view of the grea 


advance in the cost of living this demand must be considered in every 


way just and reasonable. 


To begin with the salaries paid are not as high as those paid fo: 


like sen-ice in most other cities and towns, a fact amply borne out bj 
statistics already submitted to the schoo! board in support of the peti 
tion. 
Each of the cities of Worcester, Springfield, Fall River, New 


Bedford, Lynn, Cambridge and Lawrence pays more for education than 
does Lowell. 
Economy attained by paying the teachers less than thi 


prevailing standard of other cities and less than will induce our bes' 
teachers to remain with us, is not to be commended. 


Very few of our citizens not directly interested are aware of thi 


difficulties the young teacher encounters before she gets a permanent 
position in the schools of Lowell. 
Two years in the Normal school if 


followed by two years of successful work outside of Lowell, will make 
lier eligible for the competitive examination open to all comers, from 
which, if successful, she gets a place on the waiting list of permanent 
substitutes. 


B should be stated, however, that while the examinations are at- 


tended by about 30 candidates usually only ten are chosen for the 
substitute work. 


If the substitute teacher has the patience to enable her to remain 


three or four years on the waiting list, working perhaps half time or 
sometimes less, she may get a permanent place in our schools and start 
at the magnificent salary of $500, or $9.60 a week, which is less than 
some domestics are earning without having to pay their board. 


la Lowell a teacher cannot attain this honorable position before the 


age of 25 years if she goes through all the probationary stages. 
After 


ten years of successful work she may be advanced to $800 and she 
may not. 


The latter sum is the maximum at present, although most of the 


.small towns pay more. 
A few days ago the town of Medford voted 


(o pay its teachers $900. 


In, view of these conditions we do not see how the school board can 


refuse to grant the demand of the teachers for this moderate increase. 
If the teachers argued upon the high cost of living they could show that 
since 1900 it has, advanced 70 per cent., and statistics prove that for 
the year ending Nov. 
1, 1916, 
the purchasing power of the dollar 


decreased 29.6 per cent. Another fact that should have weight with the 
Bchool \ioard and the municipal council is, that some of our best teach- 
ers are going elsewhere, attracted by higher salaries and fewer obstacles 
lo permanent appointment. 
At present there are twenty Lowell girls 


ieacning in Cambridge while many are located in other cities. 
These 


conditions are undermining our school system, and unless remedied will 
toon reduce the standard of our teachers in general efficiency 


AGAINST LITERACY TEST 


Cardinal Gibbons does not dabble 


in politics but he is, nevertheless, a 
cloae student of the political and other 
movements which affect the interests 
of this nation and the future welfare 
of its people. When he sees an op- 
portunity to correct a popular error 
or to forestall a national blunder, ha 
speaks and the whole nation listens to 
his words of wisdom, knowing that he 
always stands on the side of patriot- 
ism, justice and true progress. He has 
come out in a strong protest against 
the Immigration bill passed by both 
houses of congress and he gives sound 
reasons for his belief that the literacy 
test would have a harmful effect upon 
desirable immigration. 
He appeals to 


the president to veto the measure as 
he vetoed a similar bill in the past. 
Here is part of the cardinal's state- 
ment: 


"Illiteracy should not be confounded 


with ignorance. There is an old axiom 
which reads that 'intellectual attain- 
ments are not the test of virtue.' Many 
of the most dangerous members of the 
community are men of keen and train- 
ed intellect but of depraved morals. 
The normal sturdy illiterate has a re- 
ceptive mind capable of early develop- 
ment." 


Needless to say the position of His 


Eminence on this question coincides 
with that of the leading statesmen of 
this nation for generations past. Now 
S3 years of age, he can speak with the 
ripe experience of a close student not 
only of history but of the great eco- 
nomic questions that affect this coun- 
try. There is no man in thu United 
States whose opinion should have more 
weight on a question of this kind than 
the learned and venerable churchman 
of Baltimore. 


CARRANZA WANTS PLUNDER 
Secretary of State Lansing has pro- 


tested against the proposed constitu- 
tion of Mexico in which there are cer- 
tain provisions of a conriscatory char- 
acter. There is another article which 
limits the holdings of foreicners, while 
there is also provision for the expul- 
sion of foreigners by the executive if 
he deems them to be obnoxious. In 
such cases there, is no 
appeal. The 


constitution is apparently intended to 
legalize plunder of the people and un- 
just treatment of foreigners. 


Should this constitution take effect 


it will militate strongly against Amer- 
icans in Mexico and will, therefore, 
lead to future trouble. The document

Morgan offices. 
To obtain the infor- 


mation Burns gained access to the Sey- 
mours' offices. 
In finding Burns guilty, the Justices 


of the court of special sessions who 
heard the case, laid down the legal 
principle that no private detective has 
,he right to enter a man's office 
or 


dwelling and examine his private cor- 
respondence and papers. 


A flne of $100. with an alternative of 


30 days In jail, was 
Imposed 
upon 


Burns, who paid the fine at once un- 
der protest. 
Announcement was made 


that he will appeal. 


Martin Egan, publicity manager for 


J. P. Morgan & Co., at whose request 
Burns began 
his Investigation, was 


acquitted on a similar charge and ex- 
onerated of any attempt to publish the 
correspondence obtained by Burns. On 
he contrary, the court found he en- 
deavored to keep the whole matter se-

brokers with desk room in the offices 
of Seymour & Seymour.

of 35 canoists, is believed by members 
of the state waterways 
commission, 


as was brought out at a hearing in 
the state house this week to have de- 
signs on Pomp's pond, in Ar.dover, in 
tnM it desires to make it an exclusive 
resort. 


The whole thing hinged on legaliz- 


ing tie construction of a canal built 
by the club four years ago, 
to 
con- 


nect Pomp's pond with the Tiawsheen 
river. Horace Hale Smith, a Lawrence 
engineer, was spokesman for the club 
at the proceedings before the water- 
ways board. He said that the canal 
was built in the first place to offer a 
short cut for the canoe club members 
from the river to the pond. 
When it 


had been completed, the discovery was 
made that several 
formalities had 


been overlooked, the chief and 
most 


important being that all the work had 
been done without authority. 


Now the club, with the canal four 


years old, wants to secure permission 
to construct. Also they would like to 
maintain and operate it; incidentally, 
they desire to add a dam to it near its 
Junction with the Shawsheen. 


Mr. Smith related the tale with con- 


siderable solemnity, passing over the 
harrowed feelings of the 
membership 


whenever it contemplates that water- 
way it has paid for but cannot util- 
ize. 
He expanded considerably when 


he told of the pleasure that'll would be 
to that same 
membership, when 
it 


could shoot its craft into the 
placid 


pond beyond and paddle its entire 18 
ucros in peace and security.
